classes should be set, for chickens, ducklings, 
goalings, and turkeys hatched now make fine 
birds. The turkey of which I give an Tilustration, 
by the way, is the White Holland, a particularly 
į ealthy breed, the chief characteristic being their 
splendid straight breasts; they also grow to a great size.

Returning to the work of the month, I may add that when 
very dry weather prevails extra water should be poured 
round the nests at hatching-time, Some food should be 
left in the coops when the last feed is given, so that the 
chickens may have something to eat as soon as they wake 
up. Overhaul all the earliest chickens, dividing the 
cockerels and pullets, and killing off the faulty ones. The 
tuwlhouses should be limewashed this month, and any 
repairs done that are necessary. Foster-mothers and 
brooders—artificial ones, of course—should be constantly 
cleaned out, and a little paraffin well rubbed into the cracks 
and crevices. Adult birds that have a fair amount of 
range will not now require any meat given to them. Young 
Pen Ss and goslings should not be allowed free access to a 
pond, but the water supplied to them in large shallow pavs, 
in which is placed some sharp fine gravel. 


Fattening Young Fowls. 

The quickest way to fatten fowls for the table is to put 
them into speci:] coops and to feed them with meal. 
Premising that they be young—say, sixteen to eighteen, or 
even twenty, weeks old—and fleshy, two weeks’ confine- 
ment ought to make them very good. The birds must 
have room in the coop to stand up and shift their positions, 
but not to move about. They should not be allowed out, 
as exercise promotes the growth and development of 
muscle, and consequently tends to the production of hard 
fiesh, They shouid be fed three times regularly each 
duy, and their food should be soft meal, as it is almost 
impossible to get fowls in proper form on hard corn.

Manuring of Grass Lands. 

There is a long and valuable paper on this subject in the 
Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society, recently issued. 
This paper is by Mr. A, D. Hall, M.A., who is carrying on 
at Rothamsted the work begun and carried on for so many 
years by the late Sir John Tawes and his eminent and Inte 
colleague, Sir Henry Gilbert. Mr. Hall, who is himself 
both scientific and practical, discnases various experiments, 
and every farmer ought to read what he says. We have 
not space to go in detail into his views; but we suggest 
that the Royal Agricultural Society should immediately 
republish the same at a popular price, and also send copics 
to the county societies, ete, for judicious distribution. 
The following summary, however. appears to represent the 
main conclusions reached by Mr. Hall in his study of 
the many experiments to which he calls attention: (1) It 
is better to lary up the same land for hay each year, 
grazing the aftermath only, and, in the same way, 
always to graze other land, rather than graze and hay in 
alternate years, for in this. way wo obtain the fullest 
development of those grasses and clovers which are suited 
to haying and grazing respectively ; (2) for the same reason 
the system of manuring; once adopted, should be varied as 
little as possible, for even manures as similar as nitrate of 
soda and sulphate of ammonia encourage different kinds of 
grasses; and (3) on poor land any large expenditure on 
manures will be wasted—the chatacter of the herbage must 
be slowly re-formed; a ful! manuring is only utilised when 
there are plenty of strong and vigorous grasses or clovers 
among the vegetation. The foregoing are general conclu- 
sions, but he also deals with hay and with pasture in specin! 
detail, to which detail we refer readers, though-in this and 
in every other case—and in every farmer's case too—it may
